Philhabmonic Concerts. — The fourth concert of the 
Philharmonic Society was given on the 3rd. The absence 
of novelty was a leading objection to this concert. Men- 
delssohn's in A, No. 2, and Beethoven's in B flat, were 
the symphonies. The "Don Quixote" (Macfarren), and 
Romberg's in D, were the overtures ; Spohr's double 
quartett in E flat, admirably played by Blagrove, Sainton, 
Cooper, Dando, Hill, R. Blagrove, Lucas, and Piatti, was 
introduced, and a concertino for the harp, with orchestral 
accompaniments by Mr. J. Thomas. Miss L. Pyne and 
Herr Formes were the vocal performers, and Mr. Costa 
conducted. At the fifth concert, which took place on the 
17th, Beethoven's Sinfonia in A, No. 7, the overture 
to "Euryanthe," and Mendelssohn's "First Walpurgis 
Night," were the chief features. The latter composition 
requires more choral strength than can be accommodated 
in the Hanover Square Rooms. The instrumental portion 
was admirably rendered. 

The New Philharmonic Society,— This young society 
gave its fourth concert at Exeter Hall on the 12th, and 
the fifth took place on the 28th of May. At the fourth 
concert, the selection consisted, amongst other works, of 
Beethoven's Choral Symphony (D minor, No. 9); the 



Overture to Der Frieschutz, and Mendelssohn's Wedding 
March. The last-named composer's concerto in G minor 
introduced a young pianiste (Madlle. Clauss), whose per- 
formance excited so much attention at the Musical 
Union ; she is a performer of a very high character — 
vigour, precision, and passion, combined with extraordinary 
facility of execution, mark her playing. A Scena by Dr. 
Wilde was sung. Madame Clara Novello, Miss Williams, 
Mr. Reeves, and Herr Staudigl, were the distinguished 
interpreters of the vocal portion of the programme. 

The Quartett Association. — A new society, with 
the above instrumentally-attractive appellation, has been 
instituted under the immediate auspices of Messrs. Sainton, 
Cooper, Hill, and Piatti. At the first concert a quartett 
by Cherubini, in E flat, was the novelty. How it has so 
long escaped performance we cannot tell — its rendering 
was first-rate, and its reception enthusiastic — one of the 
movements, a bolero and trio, was encored. Men- 
delssohn's E flat, and Beethoven's E minor, were the 
other quartetts. The pianist was Mr. Stemdalo Bennett, 
who with Signor Piatti performed a new duet for piano 
and violoncello by the first-named gentleman. The at- 
tendance was numerous, giving a fair indication of success 
for this new society. 

Mr. Neate's Soirees. — Mr. Neate's sixth and last 
soiree of classical music was held on the 28th of April, 
at the Beethoven Rooms ; the room was well filled by a 
fashionable audience. A MS. trio, by Mr. Neate, for 
pianoforte, violin, and violoncello, was introduced ; the work 
is one of high merit. The quartetts were performed by 
Messrs. Sainton, Cooper, Hill, and Piatti. In noticing the 
last soiree of this eminent pianist and sound musician, we 
are constrained to congratulate him upon the taste which 
dictated the construction of his programmes, and the 
talent with which the music generally was performed. 

Mb. Lake's Obatobio, "Daniel." — We were present 
at the first performance of this new work. The choral 
and instrumental portions are evidently the work of an 
intelligent and clever musician. A march which occurs 
early in the oratorio, is a very good specimen of orchestral 
writing ; the solos are not sufficiently striking, however, 
to become favourites of the public. Exeter Hall was 
densely crowded by an admiring audience — indeed, the 
young composer was twice summoned to receive their 
congratulations — a mark of favour to which, we must add, 
he was justly entitled. 

Beethoven Quartett Society. The fourth meeting 
was held on the 19th, when Herr Joachim officiated 
as first violin. The programme was of a recherche 1 
character. Ferdinand Hillier was the pianist ; a new trio 
by this composer was performed, for pianoforte, violin, 
and violoncello ; It is a work of great ability, and will no 
doubt become a favourite with instrumental performers, 
as well as with the admirers of the classical 6chool to 
whioh Hillier's compositions belong. 

Cecilian Society. — This old-established amateur asso- 
ciation gave their customary monthly concert on the 6th, 
at Albion Hall : Mozart's Requiem and Haydn's Mass, 
No. 4, were performed. The manner in which these 
works were presented to the public was creditable to the 
skill and perseverance of the society. Mr. Shoubridge 
was the conductor, and Mr. Boardman the organist. 

Mr. Lujiley and Madlle. Johanna Wagner. — The 
Vice-Chancellor has decided in this case, in favour of the 
manager of Her Majesty's Theatre, allowing costs to the 
plaintiff. Mr. Gye and Madlle. Wagner have appealed 
to the Lord Chancellor against the judgment, and the 
cause came on for hearing on the 22nd, but upon finding 
that it was the intention of the defendants to go into 
the facts of the case, as well as to dispute the Vice- 
Chancellor's jurisdiction, the Lord Chancellor adjourned 
the case until the 26th. Whatever may be the result of 
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the litigation, we do not believe Madlle. Wagner free from 
blame. Her agents are still more to be censured in the 
matter — their avowed object having been to make the 
most of the liberality of the English in their patronage 
of foreign musical talent. 

The Anniversary op Her Majesty's Birthday was 
celebrated in the palace by a concert, for which Madame 
Clara Novello, Herr Staudigl, and Herr Formes, were 
engaged. 

The Late Mrs. Benedict. — "We regret to have to 
announce the decease of this amiable lady, the wife of the 
accomplished composer and pianist. A requiem was per- 
formed at the French Chapel on the 22nd of May, for 
Mrs. Benedict. Mozart's Bequiem (Brevis) No. 18, was 
sung by a choir, amongst whom we noticed Madame 
Clara Novello, Madame Castellan, the Misses Pyne, 
Madame F. Lablache, Miss M. Williams, Signori Calzo- 
lari, Lablache (father and son), Vera, &c, &c, and some 
fifteen other principal artistes of the Italian theatres. The 
music was conducted by Mr. Balfe. 

The Oxford Commemoration will be held on the 22nd 
and 23rd of June. Sir H. Bishop is to be the conductor. 
The services of Madame Clara Novello have been secured 
for the soprano music. 

The Choir Benevolent Fund. — The Commemoration 
Festival of this fund was held on the 6th of May, under 
the immediate patronage of Prince Albert. The choir 
consisted of about a hundred voices from Her Majesty's 
Chapel Royal, Westminster Abbey, St. George's Chapel, 
Windsor, and King's College, Cambridge. Mr. Turle 
presided at the organ. 

Haddenham Singing Class. — A class has been esta- 
blished at Haddenham, under the direction of Mr. John 
Rose, which promises to be very useful. 

Lynn Musical Union. — The fourth soiree of this 
association was held at the Albion Hall, Lynn, on the 
29th of April. Mr. Bray was the leader ; and Mrs. H. 
Wallach conducted. 

Stratfobd Choral Class. — This class, under the 
direction of Mr. C Merton, gave their half-yearly concert 
on the 5th of May. The second part consisted of the 
Detlingen Te Deum complete. 

Abingdon Choral Class. — A concert was given by 
this society on the 13th of May, at the County Hall, for 
the purpose of relieving the sufferers at the Harwell fire. 
The selection comprised sacred and secular compositions, 
including Handel's " Hallelujah" Chorus. Mr. A. W. 
Bezant was the conductor. 

Bolton Harmonic Society. — A chamber concert was 
given by this society on the 13th of May, and a perform- 
ance of the "Messiah" on the 26th. Mr. Seymour 
officiated as leader, and Mr. John Fawcett, Jun., as con- 
ductor on the last-named occasion. 

The Birmingham Festival. — The oratorios selected 
for performance at the Festival, to be held in September 
next, are the Messiah, Samson, (with Mr. Costa's accom- 
paniments), and Elijah. Great interest will be attached 
to this meeting by the production of a portion of Mendels- 
sohn's Christus, an oratorio upon which the lamented 
composer was engaged at the time of his decease. Mr. 
Costa is again to be the conductor. Madame Clara 
Novello is already secured. Negotiations are pending with 
Madame Goldschmidt (late Jenny Lind) ; and if these are 
not successful, it is not improbable that Madlle. Wagner 
will be offered an engagement. A brilliant meeting is 
expected. 

Sacred Harmonic Society. — Mendelssohn's oratorio, 
Elijah, has been repeated twice since our last. The 
choruses were delivered with surprising precision. Of the 
principals, Madame Clara Novello deserves the most un- 



qualified commendations for her magnificent reading of 
the soprano music ; the sublime air, " Hear ye, Israel," 
has never been rendered with so much beauty and perfect 
appreciation of the composer's meaning. Miss Dolby's 
vocalization leaves little to be desired. Messrs. Sims 
Reeves and Herr Formes complete a vocal phalanx of the 
highest standard of excellence. — From a Correspondent. 

The Two Madrigal Unions. — Owing to some misun- 
derstanding, a new Union has been started, under the 
direction of Messrs. Francis and Land, assisted by Miss 
Louisa Pyne, Miss Dolby, Mr. Swift, and Mr. Frank Bodda. 
The original party comprises Mrs. Endersohn, Miss M. 
Williams, Messrs. Lockey, Hobbs, and H. Phillips, — the 
last-named gentleman being the honorary secretary. 

The Hull Vocal Society. — The old English glees 
and madrigals continue to be interpreted by the members 
of this institution. A few days since the society presented 
a handsome gold and ivory baton to its efficient conductor, 
Mr. G. J. Skelton. 

Holywell. — On the 10th of May a grand concert was 
given by the Holywell Philharmonic Society, in the As- 
sembly Room of the Royal and White Horse Hotel, which 
was numerously and respectably attended. Mr. Randies 
presided at the Pianoforte, and Mr. Jabez Jones conducted 
the Orchestra, which consisted of thirty-two performers. 

Sunderland Choral Society. — This society gave a 
concert of sacred music at the Athenasum, Fawcett-street, 
for the benefit of the Sunderland Infirmary. It was 
attended by a very large and most respectable audience. 
The number of performers, vocal and instrumental, 
amounted to upwards of seventy. The band was ably led 
by Mr. Dewar, and Mr. Scales was the conductor. 

Chepstow Choral Society. — The second rehearsal for 
the season came off recently at the Bank Buildings. The 
programme contained exclusively a selection of sacred 
music. Mr. W. Brookes, organist of Upton St. Leonard's, 
presided at the pianoforte. The choruses were admirably 
performed. 

Manchester. — A musical performance, conducted by 
Mr. Thos. Cottrill, was given in the Ebenezer School- 
room, Great George Street, Salford, on the 23rd ultimo. 
The vocal parts were well sustained by the pupils of that 
gentleman, affording another gratifying proof of the 
rapidity with which the art of reading vocal music is 
spreading amomg the humbler classes generally. 

Leeds. — The late arrival of the communication from 
Leeds only enables us to announce the establishment of 
Cheap People's Concerts, under the auspices of the Leeds 
Rational Recreation Society (Sir George Goodman, presi- 
dent), to the delight of 1200 persons present at the first, 
given on the 15th of May. 

Testimonial to Mr. Jackson, the Musical Com- 
poser. — On Friday evening, May the 7th, a meeting of a 
very interesting character was held in the large school 
room, at Masham, for the purpose of presenting a Public 
Testimonial to Mr. W. Jackson, the well-known musical 
composer, he being about to leave the town to engage in 
a musical instrument, &c. business, at Bradford. The 
Rev. T. Riddell, vicar of Masham, who took the chair, 
proceeded to explain the object of the meeting, and pre- 
faced the gift by expressing most feelingly and truly the 
esteem and respect Mr. Jackson had won from all classes' 
during a sojourn of upwards of twenty years at Masham, 
and the consequent great regret that all felt at his 
departure. He begged to present him with a silver ink- 
stand and cream-ewcr, as, in some degree, a proof of all 
the kind wishes he took with him, being purchased with 
subscriptions from almost every family in Masham. We 
may remark that the inkstand appeared to us a very 
appropriate gift to one who has won so much fame by 
his pen. The cream ewer, also, was extremely neat in 
pattern. — Leeds Intelligencer. 
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The Library op Vincent Novello. — In consequence 
of Mr. V. Novello's prolonged stay at Nice, and the sale 
of Craven Hill Cottage (his residence in England), his 
library has been carefully examined. In numerous in- 
stances several copies of the same work were found ; for 
instance, not fewer than five sets of the Venetian edition 
of Marcello's Psalms, making 40 volumes, besides the 
English (Garth's) edition of the same work. A large 
portion of this valuable collection of manuscript and 
printed curiosities will be Bold by auction, by Messrs. 
Puttiok and Simpson, on the 23rd of June and following 
day. There is a most curious collection of Italian ora- 
torios by Leo, Sacchini, Collona, Clari, &c, &c. This 
library also includes the collection formed by the late 
famous Dragonetti, who for many years was a well-known 
visitor and purchaser at all the music sales, the whole of 
which, at his death, became the property (by bequest) of 
his friend Vincent Novello. 

Caution to Young Ladies who Copy Mcsio. — It has 
just been decided in the case of Novello v. Sudlow.that 
every sort of multiplication of a copyright work, which can 
supersede the use of the authorised copy, is a piracy. The 
enforcement of this right would be no hardship if other 
music-sellers would adopt the same reduced scale of 
prices as the plaintiff in this case, whose printed copies 
cost less than the blank paper on which the same amount 
of music could be written. Choral Societies would do 
well to ascertain the law on this subject, that they may 
not knowingly infringe.
